The kingdoms of Sweden, Denmark, Eng- 


land, and ſeveral ſovereign ſtates in Germa- 
ny, bave withdrawn themſelves from the 


Juriſdiction of the Pope. They have ſpoiled 
the hiarlot of her riches. They have eaten 


her fleſh, i. e. ſeized on ber benefices and 


revenues, Which ſhe had in their coun- 


tries. This muſt go on, and be finiſhed 
as It is begun. The Kings, who yet re- 
main under e empire of Rome, muſt 


break with her, leave her ſolitary and-deſo- 


late. 


But who muſt begin this Jaſt revolt? 
It is moſt probable that France ſhall. Not 
Spain, which as yet is plunged in ſuperſti- 
tion, and is as much under the tyranny of 
the clergy as ever. Not the Emperor, who 
in temtorals is ſubje to the Pope, and per-

mits that in bis ſtates the Archbiſhop of Ftri- 


gonium ſhould teach that the Pope can take 
away the Imperial crown from him. It 
cannot be any country but France, which 
a long time ago hath begun to ſhake off the 


yoke of Rome. It is well known, how 


ſolemnly and openly war hath been declar- 


ed againſt the Pope, by a declaration of the 


King (ratified in all the parliaments) by 
the deciſions of the aſſembly of the French 
clergy, by a diſputation againſt the authority 


of the Pope, managed in the Sorbonne, ſo- 


lemnly, and by order of the court. And 
to heighten the affront, the zheſes were 
poſted up, even upon the gates of his Nun- 
to. Nothing of this kind had hitherto 
happened, at leaſt in a time of peace, and 
unleſs the Pope had given occaſion by his 
inſolences. 


Beſides this, ſuperſtition and idolatry loſe 
their credit much in France.—There is a 
ſecret party, though well enough known, 
which greatly deſpiſeth the popular devo-

convineed that theſe are Auman inventions;

To this it may be objected, that for the 
laſt hundred and fifty years, the Pope's em- 


| prre hath not been made up of ten Kings, 4 


becauſe the Kings of England, Sweden, Den- 
mark, &c. have thrown off his govern- 


ment, and conſequently, France is not at 
this day the tent part of the Babylonian 


empire; for it is more than a tentſ part of 
it. But this is no difficulty: for we muſt 
know, that things retain the names which 
they bore in their original (without regard- 
ing the alterations which time does bring 
along.) Though at this day, there are 
not ten Kingdoms under the Babylonian em- 
Fire, it is notwithſtanding certain, that 
each Kingdom was called and ought to be 
called in this prophecy, the 7Zenth part; 
becauſe the prophet having deſcribed this 
empire in its beginning, by its ren horns, or 
ten Kings, it is neceſſary for our clear un- 
derſtanding, that every one of theſe ten

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; Kings, and kingdoms, ſhould be called one of 


the ten Kings, or of the ten kingdoms, with 
reſpect to the original conſtitution of the

Seeing the 7enth part of the city that muſt

Perhaps 
there is here a figure of grammar called, 
kypallage caſus, ſo that names of men are put 
for men of name, i. e. of raiſed and conſi- 
derable quality, be it on the account of 
riches, or of dignity, or of learning. But 
IJ am more inclined to ſay, that here theſe 
words, names of men, muſt be taken in their 
natural ſignification, and do intimate, that 
the total Reformation of France ſhall not be 
made with bloodſhed, nothing ſhall be de- 
ſtroyed but names; ſugh as are the names 
of Monks, of Carmelites, of Augu ſtines, of 
Dominicans, of Facobins, of Franciſcans, 
Capuchins, Jeſuites, Minimes, and an infi- 
nite company of others, whoſe number it 
is not eaſy to define, and which the Holy 
Ghoſt denotes by the number ſever, 
which is the number of perfection, to 
ſignify, that the orders of monks and nuns 
ſhall periſh for ever. This is an inſti- 
tution ſo degenerated from its firſt origi- 


nal, that it is become the arm of Antichriſt.
